— If wo were to 
believe nil we hare, heard from Indiana recently, 
we should liave a very poor opinion of onr 
country, for every other man in the Northwest, 
and, indeed, a large majority of that section, 
are denonneed as secret Conspirators against the 
government, and in league witli the rebellion. 
That these charges should have been deferred 
until the eve of the election is a circumstance 
open to the gravest suspicion. But the Repub- 
lican party la not clear from a very decided taint 
«vf conspiracy. The New York Journal of Com- 
merce fitvt Hint fuels are daily coming to light 
In regard to the existence of a formidable secret 
political organization, permeating all grades of 
society, and having for its object purposes be- 
lieved to be revolutionary in their tendency, 
which give ru-e to grave apprehensions among 
tho-e interested in the preservation of social 
order and legitimate government. For several 
months past, despite the binding obligation of 
•aths, these facts have been divulged, through 
Inadvertence or through the disaffection of mem- 
bers of the order, till now there is sufficient 
ground for thorough investigation. The organ- 
ization to which we refer is in the Republican 
party. We fear that substantial evidence can 
be adduced to prove that it possess a military 
character inconsistent with our form of gov- 
ernment and inimical to republican liberty. As 
s part of this testimony we repeat the following 
extract from a secret circular of the Union 
League of America, State of New York, from 
the Executive Committee room* at Syracuse:

— A 
corrtf pendent of the Cincinnati Gazette de- 
scribes the assemblage of an Immense andienee 
at Nashville on the 27th nit., to hear General 
T. Francis Meagher address a Lincoln meeting 
on the issues of the day. The speech was in 
manuscript and carefully prepared, bnt the Ga- 
zette correspondent is horrified to think that a 
gentleman who intends to vote against McCIel- 
lan can be found to do justice to the services, 
character, and loyalty of that much maligned 
soldier. It is a reproach to our country that 
this almost solitary recognition of McClellan's 
purity from a political opponent comes from a 
naturalized citizen. General Meagher drew this 
superb pen-portrait of the Uuiou Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency: 

I w idely differ from those who assert that 
General MeClellan personally is unworthy of 
occupying the Presidential chair. [Loud cheers 
for MeClellan."] Highly cultivated, refined in

As to his 
evasion of the dangers of the battle-field, all I 
shall say is this: that if General MeClellan was 
not under fire at Fair Oaks and Malvern Hill, 
neither was the Irish Brigade [tremendous 
cheering], and this I should have said before the 
Committee on the Conduct of the War, had I 
been examined by that committee. [Loud aud 
long continued cries of hear, hear, and deafen- 
ing cheeif .] An upright and exemplary citizen, 
an accomplished and judicious soldier, true to 
his men as he was true to his flag I hear, hear, 
hear], indefatigable as he was scrupulous in his 
work, honest and fearless [hear, hear, hear], 
nothing, I repeal can with any serious force be 
justly urged against bim personally in deroga- 
tion of his claims to the Presidency.' | Enthusi- 
astic cheering, and cries of well done, Meagher.] 
We retain the parenthetical reports of cheer- 
ing snd applause, because tbey camo from a 
Lincoln meeting, composed, the- correspondent 
of Ike Gazette says, of "officers, soldiers, citi- 
zens, and a few ladies." They show that there 
is enthusiasm for MeClellan in the army. It is 
a verv distasteful task for the correspondent to 
give all that General Meagher said, but he picks 
out auother paragraph, as follows: 

For my part, if any man, in my presence, 
dare call General MeClellan a traitor or a cow- 
ard.

United States. The real significance of this em- 
blem has been perverted from its obvious mean- 
ing: but the Timet illustrates the motto of the 
Apu riean eagle on the oipjie, head of our coin- 
age, "Wken I strike, you die," with some ucarer 
approach to truth.

iJir Many reports, were in circulation at St. 
Joseph of guerillv in the southern part of Bu- 
chanan county, Missouri, last Thursday. A 
large fctree, some say as many as live huudred, 
have congregated in the vicinity of New Mar- 
set, I'latte county, and are foraging and plun- 
dering indiscriminately. Lieut. Roberts, who 
weut on a scout Tue-day, barely escaped cap- 
ture by a large force of the enemy in the neigh- 
borhood of New Market. He learned that they 
were hi that place to the number of 200, and 
would not allow any one to leave thtj town. A 
force of fifty passed within a mile of Lieutenant 
Kobcils, and other band were ardund him, when 
lie deemed it prudent to fall back, aa he was 
outnumbered, having only thirty-seveu men, 
and it was only by taking by-roads that himself 
and command escaped.

Do you flatter yourselves that with the over 
throw of the organized military power of the 
Confederacy we shall have pence and harmony? 
This hope is a delusion. They who would cause 
■on to trust therein point yon to the historical 
examples of England and France at illustrative 
of the facility with which the ravages of war are 
obliterated sfter its termination. 

It may he true that during the civil wars iu 
these countries personal animosities were as 
bitter and as intensified as those now witnessed 
by us, and that these feelings toon stiMded after 
peace was once established. But voh must rec- 
ullecl that In those cases the antagonist parties 
were not separated bv genj-raphieil lines, but 
were intermingled throughout tlie^ttirr coun- 
try. 

We hsve often Wit ne sse d more exasperation 

between opposing political parties in Preddeu- 
tisl elections than was exhibited in 1R60. But 
in previous cases those parties were intersiiersed 
ihroughout every State and neighborhood in 
not very unequal proportions. The poUticsl 
hurricane was succeeded within a few davs bv a 
calm which left scarcely a trace of the' recent 
convulsion. Intelligent men understood this 
difference then. We c:m all appreciate it now. 

Examples more pertinent and sntrgestivo than 
those above referred te might readilv be found 
in English history. In the vear 1172 Henry n 
succeeded In establishing, by force of arms.' his 
claim to the sovereignty over Ireland. The In- 
dependence of the latter country was Hint 
"crushed out," and, as it was then thought, for- 
ever. But the two parties to that contest were 
v'togrsplncally separated, and for more than six 
hundred years has the furv of national and in- 
dmdunl hatred sometimes blazed and tome- 
times smouldered, but has never been for a mo- 
ment extinct. 

Time aud again has rebellion reared its head 
In that devoted country with temporan sue. ,.* s 
and as often has England vindicated the "rc'lu" 
of oppression bv the sword. The people nave 
shown themselves ever rcadvto co-operate with 
a foremn foe for the overthrow of a Power 
which held them in unwilling subjection b<it 
themilitary and naval power of Enirian.l would 
at length prove triumphant, and Ireland would 
lie again quelled, though unsubdued. Every 
expedient that vengeance or ambition could 
suggest has been exhausted — devastation and 
ciuelty and starvation, but all In Vain. Cobnt- 
zatton has been attempted with a view of sup- 
plnmino; the whole population bv another race 
between whom and their fellow-countrvmen on 
rile other .ride of the channel no "irrepres.-iblc 
conflict" of religious opinion should exist, hut 
all to little purpose, until England, despairing 
of success through measures of mere force has 
finally resorted to those ol toleration and jus- 
tice.- But even now the traditional memory of 
seven hundred years of wrong still lives in'tlie 
bosoms of her children, w herever scattered on 
the rnrih. and the eve of even- hod-carrier and 
din h-disgcr will still sparkle with the treasured 
' chilis , i hatred imavcn^'e 1 al the mention of 
a name which he always couples with the idea 
of national wrong and individual oppression. 

But the example of Scotland is still more per- 
tinent and analagoiis, inasmuc h as the two peo- 
ple Inhabited the same country, and in point of 
population, wealth, and power stood more 
■earl; toward each other in the relation of the 
two belligerents here. 

Towards the close of the thirteenth ccnttuv 
Fd«uid I., of England, claimed to be the legiti- 
mate sovereign of Scotland, holding all those to 
be traitors who resisted his rule. His claims

WITHDRAWAL OF THE McCLELLAN ELEC- 
TORAL TICKET. 

To Abraham Lincoln, 
States: 

Sir: Your letter in reply to the Tennessee 
Protfst has reached as. and hat no doubt been 
teat) by the people. The argument on this 
subject is nearly exhausted, but we have some 
additional and most important facts to submit 
to the people In further elucidation of the sub- 
ject. 

Our wonder is not excited to learn that von 

had not seen the proclamation of Gover'nor 
Johnson, and scarcely heard of it until pre- 
sented by ns. It Is an evil of no small magni. 
tude connected with your administration that 
mihtnry subordinates assume despotic powers, 
without asking the sanction of their superiors 
—even presnmir.g to give law to the people by 
proclamalieu, and to repeal and modify our 
laws at will. The Idea that the President him- 
self can make, or repeal, or modify a law of th 
land, Slate or national, constitutional or statu 
tory, though freely practised u,Hin by voitroelf, 
Is a doctrine of despotism in "irrepressible con- 
llict" with the principle»of public liberty. And 
when these things are done bv subordinates, the 
evil becomes intolerably oppressive, and calls 
for the firmest and most active lawful resistance 
which a people deserving to lie free can olfer. 

You tell us that "the movement set on foot 
by the Convention and Governor Johnson doea 
not. as seems to be assumed br von. emanate 
from the national Executive." What we did as- 
sume is. that the plan was promulgated bv proc- 
lamation of the Mifit arv Governor, who has no 
authority but that derived directly from yo<L 
and it was given the force of law bv his edict. 
It thus became indirectly your act: and now 
that ybu decline to order the edict to be recalled 
or modified, it becomes your own as fullv as if 
it lad emanated from you. "In no proper 
»ense,"yon say, "can it be considered other 
Ihan an independent movement of at least 
portion or the loyal people of Tennessee." In- 
de| endentofwhat? Manifrsth independent or all 
lawful authority— independent of, and at war 
With, the Federal Constitution, which von have 
both tworn to support, protect, and defend 
What right has a citizen or officer to favor 
an 'Independent movement" at variance with 
the constitution, and support the same hv force 
of arm-' What less is this than waging war 
against the constitution or the United Slates, 
snd the government established thereby? "An 
isuhpmJimt movement" against the constitution, 
supported by a Military Governor bv force of 
ms!_ recommended by an assembly calling 
Itself a convention! 8uch in principle were the 
Independent movements" of Governors and 
"portions of the people." which set at first in 
motion the great rebellion in the South with 
which we are contending. The "convention' 
alls upon a Military Governor to order an in 
■ei indent movement" to helpiyour re-election, 
and to support it by . force Of arms, placing 
"guards" around the Dal lot-box. And their 
rccr mmendation is adopted by the Military Gov- 
mor, and "made" by him "part of this p'rocla- 
mation." 

And yet yon say, "I do not perceive in the 
plan any menace of coercion or violence toward 
any one." Just so with the earlier "inde|icn- 
dent movement" of Governor Harris in this 
State, which we opposed as we oppose tliis 
I h< re was no nensvee of coercion or violence 
w in! any who should consent to see the on- 
titntlon violated, and the "political plan" car- 
ried out wlthont opposition. But the bavonet 
was kept in view, as it is in this case. Puhlie 
meetings were menaced, and perhaps broken 
up by armed force. And so it is now. Those 
opposed to the 'Independent movement" were 
denounced as traitors, and so they are now. 
Troops from our own and from other States 
were used to overawe the people, and so thev 
are now. We had vigilance and mpb violence 
then. We have now secret leagues, and are lia- 
ble at any time to arbitrary arrest, at well as to 
mob violence, which is now used in our milst. 

These are the general facts, in support of 
which we add the following speculations: 

We have held a number of peaceable and 
loyal public meetings in this cltv, more than 
one of wbMi has been "menaced" bv vour par- 
tisans. Ou the 21st ult., such a mectimr was 
held at the cotirt-liouse in this citv. It yras 
held "peat chilly" and conducted • lovallv," the 
assembly consisting chiefly of the "friends of 
George B. MeClellan." A number of provost 
guards wi re prcsenti by request of those who 
••nnduc ted the meeting, to preserve order. The 
meeting had been addressed by a gentlemtn 
who is an exile from bis home lieeausc of bis 
lovslty, and who has spent much time in the 
military service of the government during the

Currency asd Lkgal Tkxuer.— "Ours was 
intended to be a hard-money government." So 
said an eminent expounder of the constitution, 
and history confirms what he said. The original 
draft of the constitution, like the Articles of 
Confederation, gave Congress power "to emit 
bills of credit," which, as interpreted by history 
aud Hie Supreme Court, wa» power to creato a 
pa] cr-money currency based on the credit of the 
government. After mature deliberation and 
elaborate discussion, the convention struck out 
the lower by a vote of nine to two. The only 
analogous power granted was that to coin mo- 
ney and regulate the value of foreign coin. 
This far inferior power was not left to be iuferred 
as a necessary iucldont to the great comprehen- 
sive power to remilatc commerce, and of course 
the to much larger, more important power to 
nuike paper-money currency cannot be Inferred 
as an incident to that or any other granted pow- 
er, even if the action of the convention did not 
disprove any snch intention. 

When Congress has regulated the value of 
"coiu, the law of the contract gi'cs an all-sufii 
cient tender law, and there is little or no need 
for any other to secure or regulate the right of 
tender. The power in no form is given to Con- 
gress, not even to make coin a legal tender. It 
is inferrable, from the prohibition upon the 
Suites •' to make anything but gold and silver 
coin a tender in payment of debts," that part of 
the power, all that could possibly bo needed for 
anv proper purpose, was intentionally left with 
the States, where nearly the whole subject of 
contiacts was left, and where this, liko all else 
pertniuing to contracts, appropriately belonged. 
To infer a concurrent power in Congress on 
Buc-li a subject would mar the symmetry of the 
constitution, the special purpose of its rramcrs 
having been to eliminate everything like col 
Haton or conflict of power between the Federal 
and Slate governments, 

If the power to make paper money were con- 
ceded, and the making of it a legal tender were 
uu ttory to its better circulation, still it would 
have to be shown that the making of it such 
was a ''proper" incident to the power. This 
cannot be done. The power to rob citizens or 
dishonor the nation can never be a proper inci- 
dent to any power. 

No honest man will s;ry that » power to ralae 
forced loans is a proper incident to the power to 
borrow money. Yet, w»rse Is done when the 
creditor is forced to take a third or a halt i« dis- 
charge of his whole dem.»a, occause the forced 
loan is accompanied hy a govermsnt proinue, 
cvpress or implied, to refund, whereas no such 
promise is given to the robbed creditor. Re- 
duced to its rurc elements, it is plain robbery 
of the private citizen for the fancied benefit of 
the paper-money experiment, to the injury of 
the national honor and credit. 

Besides, the power to make paper money 
leing itself a mere inferred incident to some 
granted power, to allow this as an Incident to 
that would be to permit a piling of 
incident upon incident to the utter destruc- 
tion of the limitation of power intended by a 
carefnl specification of all powers intended to 
be granted. 

According to the inexorable law of trade, the 
doubling or trebling of a full currency always 
doubles or trebles prises. This ha* been the 
experience of all countries, and to none has it 
been a more costly experience than our own. It 
has therefore been a long-settled policy of Euro- 
pean governrueats to meet the pecuniary enter- 
geucy duringwar hy sale of government bonds at 
any reasonable discount rather than by an infia- 
tion of the currency. That discount is only ono 
loss, whereas trebling the cost of government 
supplies causes much larger loss In the first in- 
stance, and it is a loss which is repeated from 
year to year for every year the war lasts. The 
inflation policy moro than doubles or trebles the 
needful cost of the war. 

Borrowing Wing the only means for earning 
on the war, the necessity for keeping up the 
Taluc of government bonds should have occurred 
to every one presuming to control the national 
finances. To that end a market for them in 
Euiopc should have been sought 
Instead of this or any other rational 
effort to keep up the value of the bonds 
the most efficacious means wero used for put 
ting it down by resort te an Inflated, depreel 
att-d currency. The excuse for this, according 
to newspaper discussion, was that au excess of 
dcpieciatcd currency was necessary, as they ex- 
press it, "to float the loan." It Is very strange 
that there should not have been at the head of 
pur finances tliat modicum of sagacity necessary 
to knowing that a thing which Is itself con- 
stantly sinking should not be relied on to float 
anything else. 

The sinking of the currency has so sunk the 
bonds and the national credit that it is much to 
be feared that a loan in Europe is no longer 
practicable. Instead of doing anything to ex- 
tiicatc us from this unfortunate condition by a 
reduction of the currency, the empirics arc seek- 
ing to increase the mischief by a further inflation, 
through a swarm of new banks of issue. This 
is done in disregard of the abundant experience 
of this country and France during their respec- 
tive revolutions, and of the present experience 
of the Southern States, that, after a certain poiut 
of depreciation in the currency, its holders will 
cease to fund in government bonds, preferring 
the chance of shifting off the currency to that 
of profitably using the bonds after govern- 
ment credit as to botli is destroyed. 

It seems to be conceded now by even the Ad- 
ministration press, or at least by the more in- 
telligent and respectable part, that the enormous 
extra prices which the people have to pay for all 
the necessaries and comforts of life, over the 
necessary result of depreciation in the currency, 
is a part and vastly the largest part of the tax 
they have to pay toward supporting the war. 
This too though the government gets no benefit 
whatever from that tax. It is a penalty the 
people arc made to pay for a financial blunder, 
To those who depend on fixed incomes or wages 
the inflation of the currency causes an indirect 
tax to the full amount of the depreciation, 
which is much heavier than would be an in 
come tax of thirty per cent. 

This specimen of abolition skill in financier 
ing may be compared to that notable financial 
disoovery made by President Lincoln, aud with 
which he enlightened the world in a message to 
Congress, when he said: "Certainly it is not 
so easy to pay inmtthmg as it Is to pay nothing: 
but it is easier to pay a large sum, than It is to 
pay a larger one. And it is easier to pay any 
sum when we are able, than it is before we are 
able." This brilliant financial discovery, if it 
does not enlarge our uational renown for wis- 
dom, ought at least to warn the* nation against 
ever st ain Installing u had joke in the Presi- 
dency. In all ways Mr. Lincoln assuredly has 
proved himself to be a very costly as well as a 
very had joke.

eJfrTlie military authorities at Baltimore have 
seized the New York soldiers' Totes on the 
ground of alleged frauds. The law uuder 
which the New York soldiers are allowed to 
roto was prepared under the eye of the leaders 
of the Republican party, and ample checks were 
introduced to guard against illegal voting. It 
is now asserted that the names of dead soldiers 
have been appended to fraudulent votes. The 
lnspei tors of election in New York represent 
each party, and registry laws provide a record 
of the name of every legal voter. The soldiers 
in camps put a ballot in an envelop, aud that 
envelop In another, and direct it to some friend 
at home or to the State ag"nts, ivho are probata, 
i'.cd from opening the inner envelop, so as to 
detect who the ballot i« for. Now. supposing 
John Smith, killed at Antictam, was a resident 
of any preciuct throughout the .State, and his 
Tote should be offered next Tuesday. Does any 
one sup pole that the Republican challengers 
aud inspector* would not know whether he w;H 
a legal voter. The fraud would be detected in- 
stantly, and the ballot rejected. There can he 
na fraud of this character, but there is great 
Sanger of undue influence, among the soldiers 
themselves, from the efforts of partisan officers. 
It therefore looks as if the ballots which have 
been arrested at Baltimore are genuine ate- 
Clellim votes, and that they arc going forward 
too fast "That's what's tho matter." 



IfnBDBH — Bf.tai.iation. — On Tuesday night 
last Sue Mundy's gang of cutthroats surrounded 
the l ouse of Mr. Ilarper, two miles south of 
Midway, made the old gentleman a prisoner, 
aud, without the slightest provocation, murder- 
ed their victim in the most cowardly and brutal 
manner. Mr. Harper was a Union man, and 
this was the only excuse the outlaws gave for 
the perpetration of the inhuman outrage. It 
docs seem that Sue Mundy is lost to every wo- 
inniih instinct, her heart wholly corrupted, and 
her i attire .fiendish, for she rejoice? in acts of 
cold blood and every species of crime. On 
Wednesday four guerillas, captured in Ken- 
tucky, by order of Gen. Burbridge, were sent 
from the prison at Lexington, under guard of a 
file of soldiers, to Mr. Harper's residence, near 
Midway, and there shot to death, in retaliation 
for the murder committed on Tuesday night.

This table includes 
near!-, all the prisoners forwarded from General 
Sherman's front. A majority of the captures 
. made in Ea tern Kentucky and East Tennessee 
arc received in Lexington, and from there for- 
warded North via Cincinnati. 



Sw."ier Shot. —Tuesday last a soldier of the 
13th Kentucky cavalry, in a boisterous etitc of 
intoxication, attempted to overpower ouc of 
the guards on duty at the Exchange Barracks, 
aud by this means escape from prison. He 
made a hinge at tho guard, and endeavored to 
Wrench his musket from his grasp. A scuflle 
ensued, in which the drunken soldier received a 
*cvm bavonet stab in the abdomen. He then 
ran Mil iuto the street, aud seized a bowlder to 
hurl at the guard. The sentry raised his guu 
•nd lined. The fiall entered the right arm and 
inflicted a very painful wound. The injuries of 
the disorderly soldier arc quite serious, yet it is 
thought that, with proper attention, he will 
recover. 

A Fatal Shot. — A bounty-jumper, hailing 
from the State of New York, whose name we 
were unable to learn, in attempting to escape 
from the Exchange Barracks yesterday morning, 
was shot by the guard, and killed. He had 
succeeded In passing all of the innor guards, 
and had gained the street by the front doon 
When the feutry on duty there ordered him to 
halt. The bounty-jumper refused to obey the 
summons, aud started on a full run. The guard 
brought hit gun to an aim and fired. The shot 
Was fetal. The ball entered the left hip, aud 
passe'l out through the right. He fell to the 
ground, was carried into the building, and died 
In about an hour after the shooting. 



In Pantaloons. — A female of doubtful char- 
acter was presented before the Police Court yes- 
terday morning. She had appropriated a gen- 
tleman's wearing apparel, and in these habili- 
Kent-. foreitrn to her sex. was found parading 
the streets.

Pah-..' BOOT — On Wednesday a small ^ring of 
outlaws farorcd the people o! Rocky Hill, a lit- 
tle station on the Louisville and Nashville. Rail- 
road, w ith their distinguished presence. After 
takintr a quiet survey of matters, they came to 
the conclusion that to plunder the houses would 
scarcely pay them for the trouble. A box car 
was standing on the side track of the railroad, 
and this furnished the scouudrels with tho 
means of carrying a devilish idea into execution. 
A negro man was made a prisoner, thrust into 
the car, the doors closed and locked, aud the 
bos set on fire. The demons stood by, watched 
the burning of the car, heard the wild, agoniz- 
ing shrieks of their victim, and clapped their 
hands with delight. As soon as the car was con- 
sumed, and the negro burned to death, the out- 
laws mounted their horses and hastily departed 
from the scene. 8uch diabolical acts arc adisgrace 
to a civilized age, and show how brutal in feel- 
ing men become when they yield to the de- 
moralizing Influences of a roving, pilfering life, 
aud a savage, guerilla warfare. Such scoun 
drels uit unfit to live, and equally unfit to die. 
The sooner that they are wiped from earth, no 
matter how, the better it will prove for a moral 
age, a civilized community, and the cause of 
humanity. They should have shuddered at the 
thought of so cruel a death for a beast, yea 
even a reptile, let alone a being— human— with 
the form of themselves, the image of their God. 
But no ! they manifested a maniac's delight in 
the tortm*, and smiled with fieudish satisfaction 
as the fearful shrieks of their victims made 
hideous the air. They were not men, but 
cowards — devils in human forms. 



Since writing the above, we hav c been fur 
nished with additional details: 

At Rocky Hill Station, on the Louisville and 
Nashville Kailroad, fifteen miles thit side of 
Bowling Green, Wednesday evening about 3 
o'clock about twenty-five guerillas came in, cut 
down the telegraph post, and burned the board- 
ing cars belonging to the construction train 
William Fox, of the 0th Kentucky cavalry, was 
thei c on a visit to his mother and sister. The 
guerillas first asked him to surrender, when he 
handed them his pistol. They then asked him 
for his money, aud he gave them that. Oue of 
Hum cried out, then, "Kill the son of a b— h!' 
His mother then exclaimed, "O spare my son, 
spare him, he will go with you anywhere." One 
of the gang, evidently for the purpose of savin 
tlie young man's life, started with him toward 
the woods, when his more blood thirsty com 
rades ran along side of the victim aud fairly rid- 
dled him with bullets, in the presence of his 
mother and sister, whose prayers and entreaties 
were answered with curses and derision.

The citizens arc still in arms, 
and are kept at work on the fortifications. All 
the stoics of the place have been emptied aud 
the goods shipped to Vineennes or Cairo. It 
was re|K)i ted ou Monday that a detachment sent 
out by Gen. Mi-rritt a few days previous en- 
countered the rebels and had a fight, the re- 
sult of which had not been ascertained up to 
Friday night. The town is kept in perfect read- 
ings for an attack, and it is thought if the reb- 
els show themselves in the immediate vicinity 
they w ill meet with a warm reception. , It is re- 
ported that the raiders are uuder command of 
Forrest, whose whereabouts is not definitely 
known, and that the)- arc the same body who 
have recently threatened Columbus and made 
demonstrations on the river below that point. 
Startling news may be expected from tho vi- 
cinity of Paducah at any moment, since there 
is little doubt of there being a strong rebel forco 
in that section of the State. 



r.AiutoAD Collision — Fatal Rksulis. — A 
lamentable accident, iuvolving serious loss of 
life, occurred on Saturday, nearCalhoun, on the 
road leading to Atlanta. Four trains heavily 
laden with freight and soldiers left Chattanooga 
ou Saturday. After the two first had passed, and 
ti e third was taking on water nt the tank near 
Calhoun, the last train came thundering along, 
dashing into the stationary train, smashing up 
the rear car, on which were a number of sol- 
diers, killing five and bruising and maiming 
some fifteen others. It ia said the collision oc- 
curred, solely from the fact that tho conductor 
on the stationary train failed to Hag the last 
train, which he knew was approaching. If 
such is the fact, It Is to be hoped tuch gross 
carelessness and culpability will not be allowed 
to go unpunished. 

6iT The army vote on the James rivet- was 
Reported to bare shown a decided majority for 
MeClellan. The New Tork (19th voted, all but 
one, for MeClellan; the lC2th New York voted, 
MeClellan 103 to Lincoln 7(1; the 2d corps voted 
1.G80 Democratic to 76 Republican; the 5lh 
corps gave Mac a majority of over 7,0 r i:», and 
the 10th corps was reported to have given a de- 
cided majority. This was too much for the ah- 
olitionists, and so they seized the votes as they 
were going through Baltimore r and cried out, 
"Fraud!" If all the votes cast were fraudulent, 
w hat right had the military to suppress them? 
The State of New York has her own laws to 
guard the ballot-box, and the Republicans are 
too eld to be caughtnappingaudallow cheating 
to be dene except by themselves. 

Di:.ciiai;ghii— The Reason. — On the .'list day 
of Ot totter, Colonel Crane, Chief Quartermaster 
of United States Railroads, stationed at 
Nashville, directed his subordinates to learn the 
political sentiments of their employes. Ou the 
afternoon of the same day, each employe wns 
required to state in writing who he intended to 
vote for in the coming Presidential election. 
On the 1st of November, all 5f those who sig- 
nified it to be their intention ef supporting 
General MeClellan were discharged from the 
terv'u e. We underotand.that quite a number of 
men, by this policy, have beeU thrown out of 
situations. Another proof of the petty tyranny 
of the 1 arty now in power. 

Gruui.i.AS at Ali.lnsvii.lk. — On the night of 
October list, another raid was made on the 
little village of Allcnsville, on the Mcinphit 
Branch Railroad, between Russcllville and 
Clarksville. The guerilla band numbered fifty 
men, and the several stores of the place were 
robbed pf goods valued at twelve thousand dol- 
lars. Mr Mart estimates his lost at (6,000, Mr. 
(iill places his at $3,000, while Mr. Gornilev's 
will not full short of £j,500. Other parties wore 
rubbed of smaller amounts. The merchants of 
Allcnsville, in the past few mouths, have been 
very unfortunate, as the guerillas have plun- 
dered their stores some four or live dilferent 
times.

ATI-emit to Eso.iri'. from Jail — On the night 
of November 1st. five desperate scoundrels, 
charged with robbery, arson, murder, and all 
manner of crimes, confined in the eountv j:iil at 
Bowling Green, made an attempt to overpower 
the jailer, Captain R. G. Potter, and escape 
from the prison. The Captain is a raw-boned, 
muscular man, and some in a fight. He first 
drew a tingle bar.elled pistol, the only weapon 
he possessed, aud shot the foremo.-t of the 
scoundrels down. He then '•went in on his 
muscle," aud delivered his rights and left* with 
telling effect. The four rem aining desperadoes 
were se verely punished, and driven like whipped 
curs back into their cells.

OspSsJn Martin w ns a man in whom General 
Paine had the utmost confidence, 11s the writer 
is inforn.ed. If Dalton could have had a trial, 
Merlin would have testified to the tact that 
young Dalton slept with hiin that uight. thus 
establishing his innocence of any participation 
in the death of Mrs. Vance. General Paine ar- 
rived at Iltrtsviile, on Sunday evening, the dav 
after the killing of Mrs. Vance. He ordered his 
oidcrly-scrgeaut to accompany Mr. G. D. Read, 
ttic bndhi-r-in-law. of Dalton, to the house of 
Dillon's father and icq nest .voting Dalton to 
meet him near Mr. Vance's house. The mes- 
sage was delivered to young Dalton and he 
promptly obeyed, accompanied by his father, 
and met Gen. Paine at the head of his com- 
mend 80 soon as Gen. Paine saw him, lie or- 
dered a tile of soldiers to take and shoot him. 
Youug Dalton was taken by surprise at this an- 
nouncement, and asked for the charge against 
him, but none wa« given. Gen. Paine raved 
nnd swore that he should die. 

Tlic father, an aged man of more than sixty 
w inters, with tears and lamentations indescriba- 
ble, bceouglU them not to kill his son, to spare 
his life and give him a trial; that he knew lie 
w :is an innocent boy. General Paine replied: 

"You , if vou'say another word, I'll have 

yon shot here with your son." The father is M 
respectable a citizen as lives ! .Tj the countv. and 
was for many years, a;; acting justice of the, 
peace. Nothing availed: the voting man Was 
ltd off from tb,. prepuce of General Paine and 
Ins fo'.;. cr a short distance. The oM man was 
-Tigftgcd in earnest cntreatv with General Paine 
when the first gun was heard. The shot took 
1 1'i'i't iu his leg, and the young man screamed, 
which was distinctly heard bv his lather. The 
second shot took effect in ihe breast, and the 
thir.i ,,, rjj e u(a j w | R . n ,|, c 6 e reara ; u; , ceased in 
dentil. Nothing could be heard but the invol- 
untary lamentations of the father, he himself, 
perhaps, unconscious i;f siich lamentations, for 
bis life had already been threatened for them. 

General Paine, during the blood v process, was 
raring and cursing that aged and lacerated pa- 
rent. It does seem that any man with a heart 
li as hard than adamant wouid have been moved; 
but not so that of Britradicr-Gcneral A. E. Paine, 
of Illinois. O, my God! who can adequately 
describe such a scene! What pen can portray 
this awful tragedy, witnessed by that aged and 
broken-hearted man, and then, kneeliug bciidc 
the mangled corpse of a child just a moment 
before in lull vigor and health, to hear the 
groans nnd the sobs, to see the wretched coun- 
tenance of the venerable sire over the favorite 
child, a corpse under such circumstances. Mine 
cannot, and .-hull cense to attempt it.

And if tiiose 
taxes, dire- 1 or indirect, should beci'ineso heavy 
us to make it impossible for him to pay thcilt 
and spend any thing on his land, his enterprise 
would of necessity be soon given up. It be- 
comes, then, a question of the first imiiortance 
how much interest can wc can uieet vttbotM 
oil pling production ? 

To measure accurately the net income of the 
natii n is of course impossible, and vet through 
the census wc can approximate sufficiently ue.ir 
lor the purpose of this inquiry.

000. ufKi umie than they were in I860, there 
mi tild have been no accumulation that year, 
situ e the necessity of paving such taxes would 
have induced and will induce irrenter economy. 
Eionotny, however, mr.ius decreased consump- 
tion, and must, therclore, react injuriously on 
production. Of course every man in saving 

1 J to pay liis taxes buys one coat less, there 

if so much less produced, sud also so much less 
profit ;o the manufacturer and merchant. 
Economy, therefore, causes n it only de'-rcased 
consumpoon but decreased production and de- 
t-rcased rational profits. But to what extent 
thai economy can be carried without destroying 
llu productive interests of the couulry is tin- 
imi ortant question

In I860, as wc have stated above, all of this 
Mini that was earned iu the Northern States was 
1 iius uiul ui her 11 isc expended, except $60,000,000 
w hich w as laid tip.

These estimates of the expenses of the gov- 
ernment alter the w ar are, we believe, less than 
can l e expected without the strictest economy.

An idea of 
tie extent of this latter burden may be gathered 
from the expense of raising this last call of live 
hundred thousand meu: cities and counties 
having paid a bounty of from $500 to 01,000 for 

■ neb man. If we estimate the Average borrat) 
1 .iiil t,t null -'titio, we have an aggregate debt of 
11900,060^000 incurred for this one purpose. 

Thus we see if the war is closed try the first 
of January there will be from three to four hun- 
dred million dollars of taxes to be paid, without 
mentioning the amount required for the sinking 
fund. Previous to the war we paid in taxes 
about 170,000,000, leaving at least $30Q,Q0U,0dD 
additional to be raised hereafter out of our ua- 
Uonal Income simply to pay our currcut ei- 
penees and interest. 

To add to the force of these figures would be 
impossible. They speak more earnestly than 
urn thing wc tould say of the w retchedness of 
1 ui past policy, and the importance of the fu- 
ture. Clearly our resources are not inexhausti- 
ble, aud he who preaches such a doctrine is, we 
had almost said, the worst enemv the couutrv 
can have; for he encourages a system that can 
but Had to national dishonor.

My last communication wasdatcdat Alatobna 
Georgia, a few days after tlie battle was bturbt 
at that place. We remained t here in camp another 
day, and then recommenced our march after the 
enemy. On the 10th inst., we marched to and 
encamped near Cassvillc, a beautiful village 
about six miles from Kingston, which has not 
been materially injured by the depredating hand 
of the soldier. Our advance cavalry captured 
seventy-four rebel cavalry in the suburbs of the 
village a few hours before our arrival. We 
paaead through Kingston on the 11th inst., and 
encamped on the north siJe of the Etowah 
river, twelve miles from Home. On the 12th 
inst we reached the picturesque and romantic 
city of Home. It is, or rather it was, once 
noted for the wealth, nobility, and intelligence 
of its inhnbilants. The buildings are mostlv 
hi ick. and are const rooted after the most approved 
model 11 styles. The city, like ancient Home in 
in its palmiest days, can boast of her seven 
hills. Five of these hills, arc now strongly for- 
tified, and well defended by large guns, manned 
bj g.Hjil artillerists. The city is also beauiifully 
located between the Etowah river, on the south 
and west, aud the Oostnuaiila river on the 
north, where they unite and form the Coosa 
river. The Coosa is navigable from its source 
to its mouth. Kome euji 1 etl 11 large and lilieral 
tiade previous to the outbreak of the rebellion. 
Eleven counties traded almost exclusively at 
this plate. In a word, it was the most exten- 
sive commercial marl of its size in the South for 
the chief sta hie, king cotton. It was noted for 
its gas works and iron manufactories, all of 
which have since been destroyed. Broadway 
street is. about eighty feel wide, "aud has a row 
of shade trees iu the centre, and one also on 
either side near tlie side-walk It is, compari- 
tiitiy speaking, a young my, as the modern 
style and finish of its magnificent mansions and 
palatini residences would indicate. There are 
no old or dilapidated buildings in the cltyt 
but the originial beauty of manv of its splendid 
buildings is awfully marred bv the rude touch 
of war. 

Our pickets had a skirmish with the enemv 
i n tbe north sli!e of the Oostanaula on the 12th 
inst., aud drove them back, killing one and 
unending two. On the 1:1th teat., the 23d arrnv 
corps made a reconnoissauce in the direction 6r 
Bine Mountains, Ala., and encountered the ene- 
m> about five miles from Koine, where u severe 
skirmish ensued between General Garrard's 
cavalry and the enemy. Our loss was two 
killed and four wounded'. Thceucray's loss was 
eleven killed and twenty-two wounded, which 
fell Into our hands, and forty-ore prisoners, 
with a three-iuch Kodman gun and a twelve- 
pouud howitzer, with the teams and drivers. 
Lieut. Lea, from Kentucky, who had charge of 
this section of the battery, was killed. Two 
Captains and four Lieutenants were captured 
w ith the other prisioners. Most of them be- 
longed to tbe Tth Alabama regiment. The 4th 
regulars and the 7th. Pennsylvania m tie two 
charges upon the enemy's battery, oue upon 
foot, and the other on h'orseback. They drew 
their sabres and charged upon the encmy,'in- 
fiii ting many sabre wounds before the section 
of battery was delivered over to them. This is 
one of tlic few instances in which this cavalry 
fought hand to hand with sabres, 3s braves only 
can Dght. General Garrard's cavalry fought 
Valianlb and heroically on this occasion. They 
did their v hole duty fearlessly aud patriotically. 
But I a nl eoi ry to chronicle the conduct of 
ihe troops at Dalton on the same day. Dalton 
w as garrisoned by a regiment of negro troops, 
teven hundred and twenty strong, and two com- 
panies of the 7th Kentucky cavalry, with three 
pieces of artillery. The Colonel commanding, 
after being called upon to surrender uncondition- 
ally to the rebels, aud after seeing their strength, 
quietly retired, as I am inlormed, requesting 
the Lieut. Colonel to suiTender, as it was useless 
to fight against such odds. The Lieuteuant- 
Colonel obeyed his instiuctions to the letter, 
and the whole garrison fell into the hands of 
the enemy. On the same dav the enemy made 
the same demand of the garrison at iiesacit, but 
his demand was auswered as it should he— to 
come in and take them: that they were ready for 
them. The enemy then opened his batteries 
npin the garrison, and sought every opportu- 
nity to take it lor over four hours, but was 
foiled in all his attempts. The garrison nt Ite- 
saca was Comprised of white men, while the 
garrison at Dalton consisted mainly of the 
11th United States colored troops. Kcsaca was 
not taken, though the enemy assailed it for sev- 
eral hours at various points, suppoaed bv them 
to be salient: but Dalton, with two strong forts, 
was taken without the tiriug of a single gun. 
Comment is unnecessary, a« the chief difference 
in the two situations was in the color of the 
troops defending them. Alatoona and Resaca 
would have gone up in the same manner had 
the\ been defended by troops of the same color. 
The omcers in command at Dalton could not 
confide in ttic colored troops to the same extent 
Hint they would hive done had they been while; 
hence they surrendered without a struggle. 
Tbe n Proud was effectually destroyed lrom 
liesacatii Tunnel] Hill, aud the captured parties 
at Dalton were compelled to render valuable 
assistance in its destrnetion. 

On the J-lth instaut wc marched from R ma, 
on the Calhoun road, eleven mile., and want 
into camp, without cucountcrlug uuy enemv 
during the day. On the next dav the i':;d armv 
corps started out very early in the morning, and 
n ached Resaca late in the evening, having met 
none to dispute tbeir right to advance thus far. 
Having passed through Resaca, they went into 
camp tor the night about one mile from town, 
011 the. road leading to Snake-creek Cap. The 
Utiidkm) corn bad a skirmish w i;!i the enemy 
al Ibis gap the day before. Tbe enemy were 
driven out of his intrenchments at Snake-creek 
Gap at a >cr\ trilling loss on our part. 

ONCE A WEEK. 

PaaulM ul Tsaoiidt at Old WnrnsoR, Oi W. 

Ou Sunday the inhabitants of the little village 
ol Old Windsor were horrified by the discovery 
of a droad!hl crime, involving the death of four 
persons, which had been committed in the 
house of a man named John Cook, a barber, at 
Old Windsor Green. A man weut to Cook's 
house on Sunday afternoon for the purpose of 
being shaved; but, on knocking, could not ob- 
tain any answer. This attracted the attention 
of Hie neighbors, who then recollected that they 
h il not seen anything. of Cook or his family 
during the morning. 

Tbe assistance of a police constable was ob- 
tained, and 011 the house being entered, the eft- 
dences of a frightful and. cold-blooded murder 
were revealed. In the front room Hie bodies of 
three little girls, aged respectively about four, 
six. and seven years — children of the man Conk, 
who had. it is believed, poisoned the little in 
101 cuts w ilh sulphuric acid or vitriol, dilated 
with ten— were discovered undressed and laid 
out. These, from the appearance of the bodies, 
bad been dead several da> s, probably n week. 
In the front room up stairs Cook himself was 
found with his throat cut in two large gashes. 
He was still alive and nndreeeed, while lying bv 
bis side with her throat cut was a Utile girl, his 
daughter, eight years of age, also alive. 

Proceeding to the up-stairs back-room the 
party found the eldest daughter, a girl twelve 
1 cars of age. w ho had been poisoned with the 
sulphuric acid, but was still living, while in the 
down-stairs back-room was discovered a pail 
containing blood, over which Cook had evi- 
dently held his head while attempting to com- 
mit suicide. A messenger was immediately des- 
I niched to Windsor for tlie assistance of Dr. E. 
Pearl, High street, who hurried over and did all 
thai medical science could ndministcr for the 
surviving sufferers. The girl whose throat had 
been cut. is, or was still alive. Tlie eldest girl, 
who w aa poisoned, was likewise li 'ing. Cook, 
who w as about thirtv-eight, expired about seven 
o'clock on Sunday evening. 

Although the three youngest children would 
appear to have been murdered nearly a week 
back, it seems that Cook did not atiemnt to 
take Sway the lives of the two elder children 
till about Friday last, while the murderer him- 
self was seen out in the village on Saturday, so 
that It would appear that Cook had hesitated 
till the Inst moment before he attempted to 
commit suicide. The razor with which the mis- 
erable man cut his own throat nnd that of his 
Child, together with a vessel containing a mix- 
ture ol vitriol, tea. and treacle, the remainder 
of the poison which had destroyed the three 
youngest children, have been found. 

No motive has as yet been ascerLaincd for the 
commission of the murder. The house bore 
signs of poverty, though food— bread and but- 
ter—was fouud! A subscription had, it is un- 
dl r tood, been raised ill Cook's behalf, which, 
if is stated, was not exhausted. 8everal country 
ccuirt orders and a "notice to quit" were, how- 
ever, discovered, and this, coupled probahlv 
with the death of the unfortunate man's wife, 
which occurred in July, may have affected his 
mind. — Mantreal (Jacttte, 20th.

There is no period so remote in Andpsn hls- 
tory in which we do not find mention, either 
■written or traditional, of the invigorating and 
cnre-dispclling powers of the leaf of the eocu; 
the Krythrojylon coca, of botanists. This mint 
not be confounded with tho plant which yields 
the coca bean, from wldch the abominable 
greasy decoction is made and Tended under the 
name ol chocolate. The shrub which yields 
the coca leaf bears a close resemblance to the 
bitter hnw tree, ao abundant in the valley of 
the Mississippi. It is indigenous in Peru and 
Bolivia, on the eastern slope of the Andes, and 
Is adorned with bright green leave* and small 
white flowers, and rarely exceeds six or eight 
feet in height. Nature not furnishing the be- 
loved leaf in sufficient quantity, it has become 
an important branch of Cordilleran agriculture. 
and,*nt the present time, yields the principal 
item of revenue to whomsoever happens to be 
the ephemeral rulers of the revolutionary States 
in which it is most largely cultivated. It w 
even cultivatid at an altitude higher than the 
cxliilcratiou to which it gives rise when chewed; 
terraced coca plantations having bsen seen by 
travellers at a height of from fi,000 to 8,000 feet 
above the level of the sea, and that tuo wbera 
the mean temperature does not exceed 68 de- 
grees. 

A coca tree attains Its majority In three 
years, and, under favorable circumstances, yields 
three crops of leaves annually. The leaf, which 
in size and shape may be compared to that of 
the cherry tree, when dried, emits an odor like 
that of sweet-scented vernal grass or melilot, 
and in quantity excites headache In those who 
are not accustomed to the smell which it evolves. 
The taste is not unlike that of green tea, but is 
more intensely bitter and aromatic. In order 
to develop the real gont, however, and secure 
the genuine epea fantasia, it must be incorpo- 
rated with slacked lime, or the ashes of a plant. 
This is the practice of the native coqucro, or 
eoca-chewer, who whitewashes the ceiling and 
walls of his month many times a day with a 
brush of coca leaves dippedln lime. The first 
care of the mountaineer of Bolivia or Peru is to 
sec that his chuspa or pouch of leather is well 
stuffed with the odorable leaf previous to setting 
out upon a journey, and the little gourd of lime 
or ashes is never allowed to give a hollow sound 
as it Btrikes against his stair. Thus equipped, 
the coqucro bids adieu to caro and fatigue; nor 
is he sensible to the demands of appetite. It is 
his friend, his food, his strength, his happiuess. 
In fact it is said that the coquere is capable of 
enduring bodily fatigue without food and w ith- 
out sleep for a length of time that would prove 
fatal to a European, even should he remain in a 
state of complete inactivity. As an evidence of 
the bodily fatigue which the coqucro is capable 
of enduring, we will cite an instance mcutioucd 
by Dr. Von Tsehudi: "During the live days and 
nights he was in my service he never tasted any 
taod, and took only two hours' sleep each night. 
But at intervals of two and a half or three 
hours he regularly chewed about a-half ounce 
of coca leaves, and be kept an acullico (quid) 
continually in his mouth. I was constantly 
beside him, and therefore I had tho opportunity 
of closely observing him. The work for which 
I had e ng aged him being finished, he accompa- 
nied me on a two days' journey of twenty-three 
leagues across the level heights. Though on 
foot, he kept up w ith the pace of my mule, and 
hailed only for the indulgence in coca. On 
leaving me. he declared lie would willingly en- 
gage himself again for the same amount of 
work, and that he would go through it without 
food If I would supply him with a sufficient 
amount of coca. The village priest assured me 
that this man was sixty-two years of ago, aad 
that he had never known him to be ill iu his 
life." QTVptefa M Svuth America, hy Dr. Yon 
TschuJi.] The Agricultural Bureau at Washing- 
ton should take measures to MCtm the cultiva- 
tion of this remarkable plant in the United 
States. How the "draft" would flourish! No 
more exempts on the score of antiquity. And 
then the forced marches, and half, even quarter, 
rations, Hint our soldiers could endure, would 
furnish sufficient astonishmeut to supply tho 
world with wonder for a day at least. 

Tho South American, even at the prewnt 
time, entertains a superstitious reverence for 
the coca tree. This feeling is probably tradi- 
tional; for, In all the religious ceremonies of the 
Incas, it was the custom to introduce the coca 
in some form as an offering to their gods. The 
priests were never approached with an empty 
mouth, and those divines masticated the leaf 
during the performance of Inca-mass. It is 
also the custom to fill the mouth of the dead 
with coca leaves; and if a native encounter a 
mummy, he falls to and stuffs Us mouth with 
the precious leaf. 

Silence and repose are essential to the full en- 
joyment of the coca, and therein it resembles 
opium and haschisch, and therein, also, itdiders 
from wine, which is enjoyed in its fullest extent 
and scenes of excitement. The preparatioa 
which the coqucro makes, preparatory to the 
enjoyment of a chrw, is refreshing. He seats 
himself in an easy position, with his cbuspa 
between his knees, detaches the leaves, one at 
a time, which he rolls togethar and slowly in- 
troduces into his mouth; after this he dips a 
small wooden spatula into the gourd of lime, 
and transfers it to his mouth in the same slow, 
dignified manner. The air of satisfaction with 
which the confirmed coqucro thrusts his hand 
into his well-filled chuspa Is only equalled by 
the expression depicted upon the countenance 
of the miser when couuting his hard-earne 1 
hoardings; and the woe-begone visage of the 
coca-chcwer, who contemplates an empty 
pouch, is only comparable to the face of a 
housekeeper w ith an empty basket, when feel- 
ing for the last green-back in a Louisville mar- 
ket-house. Three times a day the poor, over- 
tasked Indian gives himself up, body and soul, 
to the enjoyment of the luxury so highly es- 
teemed by bis ancestors. The native Andean 
is the most melancholy of the human race, and 
sits immovable for hours in one position, rumi- 
nating over the former greatness of his people 
and the present goodness of coca. It is the last 
and only remaining comfort of a once powerful 
and happy nation. 

Pitiable and melancholy in the extreme would 
be the life of the dweller of the Andes, but for 
the care-dispelling virtues of the hypnotic coca. 
The affcetiou which iW ever be displayed by 
husband and wife, parent and child, is here 
never manifested. The husband, when not at 
labor in the mine or field, remains all dav 
moody and gloomy in his little cabin, mtuing 
on the hopeless and hapless condition to which 
he has been reduced by the bigoted despotism 
of Spanish misrule. This intensified melan- 
choly a»d total apathy is never better displac ed 
bv the native than when he is hypnotized. For 
him the storm has no terrors, the ravins fire, 
the foaming torrent, the most savasc of wi'.i 
beasts, excite in him not the shadow of an em i. 
• 'on. Durinit the faulasia be is c:it olf from ah 
sympathy anil communication with the world 
In which be lives, and even the air which he 
breathes seems not to infuse a spark of vitalltv 
into his statuesque bodv. Melancholy has 
marked him for its own. and by no elf >rt of his 
can he release himself from its mortal grasp.

A CHATTY LONDON LETTER. 
THE LATE .IOS11DA BATES -WALTER SATAOE 
LANDOR MR. SF.WAItl) ACCCSKD IN KNiiLAND 
OF ILL-MANNBR9 — A CONTRACT, DESCRIBING 
A CHXEBJTK DINNER. 

The announcement of thedeathof Mr. Joshua 
Kates, or the house of Baring & Bros., will be 
M cived at homo, as here, by his many friends 
pith deep sorrow. A noble, generous, upright 
man, honored in England and beloved by his 
countrymen, his loss will be long and sincerely 
mourned, nor will bis place be filled, for unsel- 
Bal natures such as his seem to become more 
and more rare with every passing year. During 
the trouble caused by dissension at home, the 
American residents abroad have been placed in 
a most trying and unenviable position, but in 
no country have they tieen so grossly insulted 
ss in England. A mere suspicion of being a 
Northerner and at heart a Union sympathizer 
lias sufficed to withdraw the friendly hand cor- 
dially extended through years of daily inter- 
course, and caused one to be treated with an 
impertinence which could only spring from the 
brutality inherent in the British heart. Not- 
withstanding this bitterness and malice, Mr. 
Bates was true to his country and her interests; 
openly expressing his sympathy and liberally 
extending his aid to the Government .as well as 
to individuals whom tho war had bereaved or 
Impoverished. His illness was long and severe; 
he died at his daughter's residence at Windsor 
Forest. 

The death of Walter Savage Laudor, at Flor- 
ence, in his 90th lcnr, is also announced. He 
w as a man of large intellect and great erudition. 
His writings, at one time, were the delight and 
wonder of the literary world, but after a while 
his enthusiastic admirers wearied of his extreme 
egotism and mannerism. However great his 
faults and paradoxical his life, Landor was a 
lover of liberty and democracy; his passion and 
prejudice was usually in some great cause on 
tl :> ■ side of truth; he had the good of mankind at 
heart if he expressed it with unnecessary vio- 
lence. That he was wayward and impetuous is 
proved by his selling the hereditary estates 
which had been in the possession of the family 
for seven centuries to purchase pro]>erty in 
Wales, where he built him a house at the ex- 
pense of eight thousand pounds. After experi- 
menting iu making roads, planting, and pre- 
serving game, he discovered his tenants cheated 
him, whereupon he destroyed his plantations; 
thi n, finding his steward cheated him, he had 
Lis splendid house torn down, out of considcra- 
tion, lie said, for his son'-s future ease and con- 
truience in being tid of so troublesome a prop- 
erty. On the invasion of Spain, lie raised a 
small troop at his own expense, and was the 
first Englishman who landed in aid of the Span- 
iards, ne returned the commission, giving 
him the rank of C olonel, sent to him as a re- 
ward of ids services by the Supreme Gunta, 
when Ferdinand set aside the constitution. Af- 
ter changing his residence from Italy to Bog- 
land, because he was, as he complained, the 
prey to lion-hunters, he again returned to Flor- 
ence. 

The Times publishes a letter from an English- 
man who considers himself and his country in- 
sulted by Mr. Seward because he was not 
allowed a psss — and possibly an exprc«s train — 
to take hint to a Southern city, where his wid- 
owed sister awaited him, her husband having 
fallen a victim to fatigue in writing and preach- 
ing against tho government of the Uuited 
Slates. He represents Mr. Seward as a coarse, 
ill-bred man, quite the type of the Northern gen- 
tleman, to whom he undoubtedly privately ap- 
plies the term "brute" and "blackguard," fa- 
vorjtc epithets with Englishmen of the bettor 
class when designating inferior blood. It oc- 
curred to me on reading this letter that I had. 
met with Englishmen in America whose chrou- 
icled sayings and doings might benefit both na- 
tions. I confess to a spirit of malice in giving 
the following incidents, which are simply true: 
Mr. S., of Philadelphia, wits silting in his of- 
fice one morning, when a stranger presented 
himself with a letter of introduction from a 
mutual fiieud. The letter stated him to he the 
jonngcr son of an English earl, who was trav- 
ellingpn pursuit of plcasure.aud desired ancntre 
in the better class of society so seldom enjoyed 
by foreigners. Mr. S. invited him to dine at his 
In use the next day, promising to present him 
to several distinguished persons. Unfortunately 
the Englishman was engaged; then said Mr. 8., 
"come and dine quietly with me to-day, and in 
the evening we will go lo a musical party given 
by a friend." The invitation being accepted, 
Mr. S. despatched a note to his wife requesting 
her to have a dinner prepared that would suit 
an Englishman. Punctually to the hour the 
guest appeared and dinner was served. "Your 
I cople cat at such extraordinary hours!" ob- 
served the guest, helpiug himself to an oyster 
on the shell. "In England, you know, it's not 
thought just the thing to dine before seven 
o'clock, and when one goes out to dine it's 
always for eight o'clock." There was not much 
said in reply as they had seated themselves at ta- 
ble as the Clock struck five. "I had heard so much 
of the oysters of your country that my mouth 
quite watered to taste them," he continued; 
"but, to tell you the truth, they are very poor iu 
comparison with ours." "That may be a mat- 
ter of taste," replied Mr. S ; "I have kunwu 
persons to prefer the oysters of Osteud to all 
others. New York oysters arc esteemed In Bjs- 
b n, while in New York those found near Boston 
are most in demand." The Englishman ate his 
h up in silence. Being helped to- salmon, ho 
said: "What astonishes me here is to flud sultnou 
considered a delicacy. I assure you that it is so 
common a fish with us that we give it away, and 
with lis it is certaiuly a liner fish and has moro 
flavor than with you." The fish was replaced 
ly a joint of roast beef, a leg of boiled mutton, 
aud side dishes. "I ll try a bit of beef," said tho 
guest. "I have found the mutton in this coun- 
tiy tiufit to cat." As the last morsel disappeared 
from his plale, bo turned to Mr. S. and said: 
•' Ton my word, it is a monstrous shame, that, 
with your fine pastures and excellent breeds of 
cattle, you should have such poor beef Bad mut- 
ton.

RcpmbUcaa, says one of the queerest things in 
this queer world of ours is the mental distemper 

known as the blues. To-day our spirits are at 
high tide. Life is bright with the reflected 
I ;,ht of our own joyousucss. Simply to live is 
happiness, and everything delightful seems pos- 
sible to our eager, confident souls. To-morrow, 
with no change in our surroundings, from no 
assignable cause, our spirits are like " sweet 
b. lis jangled out of tunc." We are out of sorts 
»ith life, disgusted first with ourselves, and 
secondly with every one else. We are dissatis- 
fied with the present, but can neither sec any- 
thing desirable iu the future nor remember 
anything agreeable in the past. Little dis- 
agreeable things we have not thought of before 
for months come up to harass us. All those 
numerous occasions when we have made our- 
selves ridiculous, all the foolUh sayings whose 
memory even now makes us blush for bur past 
selves, the many times when we have done the 
evil that we would not, and left undone the 
good we would do, all are remembered now 
with a vividness which makes our thoughts a 
tormcat. Generally, when conscience Is too 
much for us, we can take refuge from her 
scourglngs in the future. That is still unblem- 
ished. Then we are to be and do everything 
we ought. Then, too, whispers hope, all those 
charming impossible things which the cold, 
realistic light of the present shows it to l>e 
absurd even to wish for 6hall be grasped by our 
eager hands. But now our own gloom casts a 
shade over even the fairy land of the future. 
We build air castles, but into them intrudes a 
dark 'shadow writing with ghostly finger on the 
wall, " This shall never be." 

The blues assume as varied typea as do other 
disca-cs. With some people they become chron- 
ic, converting them into morbid hypochondri- 
acs, human ravens, ever croaking dismally of 
ill. In other cases, they take the intermittent 
form. This is usually the case with masculine 
patients, the disease manifesting Itself with pe- 
culiar violence about the time the quar- 
ter's salary runs low, or the Mew Year's 
bills come in. The patictit takes the most 
dark and dreadful views ol his own affairs and 
things in general, and his conversation is cmi- 
rently calculated to alarm those not familiar 
with the subject. His prophetic eve sees plain- 
ly that England and France arc on the point of- 
recognizing the Confedcrao-, that defeat hovers 
over our armies, and destruction awaits ou* uu- 
happy land. He may be a stanch Republican, 
but now he raves about "our wretched govern- 
ment," denounces Congress, groans over taxes, 
and execrates speculators in language more for- 
cible than elegant. Economy is strictly en- 
joined. He knows not iiow soon financial ruiu 
may overwhelm liith and his. Ho requires the 
most careful management at such times. Noth- 
ing tends to aggravate his symptoms so much 
»s 1 request for money, a new dress, Ac, even 
if mildly hinted. If the request be persisted in 
(a rashness only the most inexperienced could < 
be guilty of) he often becomes dangerous. In 
fact the whole symptoms much resemble those 
attending feminine "nervousness." "Father 
has the blues" and "mother is nervous to-day" 
arc in some households known to be kindred 
terms, both rocks ahead for which it is well 
to keep a sharp lookout. 

Sometimes the blues arc the natural effects of 
a known cause. A young lady attends three 
1 nrties on three successive nights, and at each 
has "the most splendid time she ever had iu 
her life." The fourth day it rains pouringly, 
and the reaction from excessive excitement sets 
in. The sparkling, flashing wine is spent, leav- 
ing only dregs for to-day. The day seems ter- 
ribly long, a waste of emptiness and ennui. 
Sewing occupies her hands, but cannot appease 
bet restless mind. If something, anythiug, 
would only happen to break the monotony! 
Why don't some of those Worthy people, who, 
like Pi.ul Pry, always make it a point to "drop 
in" at precisely the wrong time, come (b-day, 
■ad be welcomed with open arms? The clock 
tii ks her to desperation. At last, there is the 
rattling of wheels) the pawing of a horse at the 
door! It proves to be the grocer or .butcher, 
and she subsides to a still deeper shade of blue. 
The day drajrs iu slow length along till with 
tea time comes the unfortunate man supposed 
to be in possession of the mail. She falls upon 
Mm with the Insatiate cry of "letturs." Of 
course there are none. The letters you long for 
usually come when you arc too busy to read 
them. Even tea looms up as quite an incident 
in the dead level of the day, aud she finds such 
a degree of consolation in bread and butter as 
would have disenchanted Lord Byron. If she 
seek for excitement in tho evening papers, she 
finds the spirit of emptiness lias taken posses- 
sion of them also. No news from the army, no 
racy correspondence, no editorial quarrels, no 
"personal" items, no absurd matrimonial ad- 
vertisrtnents. Nothing happens to divert her 
mind from its reflections, and finally she goes 
off to bed, feeling as misanthropical as did that 
precocious child who discovered that her doll' 
was stuffed with sawdust and the world Wa« all 
a sham. 

Some very young BMple really enjoy and 
cherish the bl ies. They fiud in this pleasing 
melancholy a new sensation, and fancy it some- 
thing peculiar to themselves, betokening a mind 
of finer mould, a heart of tenderer seusibililics 
than pertains to tho less refined. But, hi-aud- 
by, whet: the smooth cheek is furrowed by the 
bitter tears of real sorrow, if the years have 
brought wisdom, they learn touiakc the most of 
what sunshine life offers them. Wheu the blues 
take the form of self-disgust, laying bore to our 
Mtonbhed eyes the selfishness, the petty mean- 
nesses, the unworthy motives lurking unsus- 
pected iu our hearts beneath tho film of solf- 
sstisfttetion through which we ordinarily view 
ourselves, the sensation may be disagreeable, 
but it is wholesome. "It is for your good," as 
my mother used to say on certain painful occa- 
sions of but too frequent occurrence iu mv 
childhood. More freqnent perusals of our own 
hearts would perhaps lead to greater charity for 
our neighbor's failings. But, like some other 
tonics, if taken tocWften, the blues lose their 
invigorating cU'cct, oud weaken Instead of 
strengthening, destroying the tone of the mind. 
It w ill never do to yield long to their iuflueuce. 
The great remedy is, do something. 
A millstone and the human heart are driven ever round: 
It Ihey have notliiuj vim to grind, they iniut thcuuclvi* 
t.e ground. 

A merry heart goes lightly over the rough 
places in the long road we arc all travelling. 
May such hearts be yours and mine, denr reader. 
At least, may wo strive to meet the vicissitudes 
of the journey with a cheerful fortitude; when 
sunshine brighleus the path, rejoicing in it; 
when clouds lower around us, and we nearly 
lose the way in the thick darkness, still groping 
on, with steadfast hearts, after the Guide who 
has travelled the same road before as. So may 
w e safely reach the end.
